Travarus Johnson used to 
like to fight, And he fought a 
lot. t 

Two years ago he says he got 
detention at school almost 
every day for fighting and act- 
ing up. Today, he says all that's 
Behind him and he has other 
things on his mind. Things like 
drawing, painting; and taking 
trips with the other kids who 
go to the Glades Youth Discov- 
ery Center. Travarus. has 
missed very few days attend- 
ing GYDC for the past year. He 
likes to get there early and 
stay late. 

Travarus is also a peer coun- 
selor at GYDC, a job he takes 
seriously and one that gives 
him a sense of pride. He has 
turned things around, and last 
year, as a fifth grader at Lake 
Shore Middle School, he won 
numerous awards, including 
several for good behavior. 

Now, Travarus says he's 
mad, and sad. "I'm mad ‘cause 
they're fixin' to close GYDC 
down," he said. "And, I'm sad 
‘cause now I'll just sit around 
the house." The house is a 
small apartment Travarus 
shares with eight other sib- 
lings and his mom. 

After'being in existence for 
four years, the Glades Youth 
Discovery Center program on 
Main Street, Belle Glade lost 
its funding last month. Ninety 
percent of its funding was 
through the Children’s, Ser- 
vices Council, an organization 
which is funded in the county 
with $17 million in taxpayer 
dollars. 

GYDC, a program for youth 
age 11 to 18, was one of:six 
after-school programs cut at a 
June 29 hearing. The other 10 
percent of the GYDC funding 
came through the Western 
Palm Beach County Mental 
Health Clinic. 

Travarus and several other 
kids.in the program attended 
the hearing at Children's Ser- 
vices. Council last’ month with 
their director, Linda Gray. The 
Children's Council has decided 
to direct its funding to children 
under 12. That leaves GYDC 
high and dry. 

Ms. Ggay gets emotional 
when she talks about the pro- 
gram closing. "The kids are 
here waiting for mé each morn- 
ing to open the doors and I 
have to practically make them 
go home at night,” she 
sdid."Some of them call me 
mom. № 

"I have а lot of kids who 
come here who say they're here 
to stay out of trouble: They're 
safe here, they have fun here, 
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they learn things here and 
they make a lot of friends 
here,” she says. 

Ms. Gray said a high per- 
centage of the kids who come 
each day to GYDC are latchkey 
kids. The center serves an 
average of 120 children weekly. 
Most of them are minorities, 
African-Americans, Haitians, 
and Hispanic children. All 
totaled, Ms. Gray said over 570 
kids use the program each 
year, never all at the same 
time. 

Each day during the summer 
months the kids are given a 
free lunch through the Sum- 
mer Lunch Program. Once a 
month they have a big cake for 
all the kids who have birth- 
days during that month. "A lot 
of these kids have never had a 
birthday cake," noted Ms. 
Gray ` 

In addition to the fun things, 
such as television, checkers, 
painting projects and games, 
the students learn about HIV 
through an HIV 104 course 
which is taught every month. 
The walls are lined with cer- 
tificates of completion for the 
course. They also have speak- 
ers from the Red Cross, 
Planned Parenthood and the 
police department. 

One of their most ambitious 
projects was painting the 54- 
foot mural on the outside of the 
Belle Glade Municipal Library. 
The mural drew praise from 
city officials and community 
leaders. 

Belle Glade Police Chief 
Michael Miller (was one of 
many local people who express 
their dismay at the closing of 
GYDC. + | 

"We have seen a drop in day- 
time crime due to programs 
such as this,” he said. He also 
noted such programs as Cities 
in Schools, the Truancy Inter- 
diction Program and the new 
Community Policing Program 
have also helped. 

"It gives the youngsters 
something to do to occupy their 
time,” he said. 

Belle Glade's Mayor, Steve 
Weeks said, "Oh, gosh, I hate 
to see it close. Some of these 
kids are extremely talented. 
With just a little encourage- 
ment, they could go far. Now, 
there will be a lot of teens out 
on the streets with nothing to 
do,” he said. 

Eric Patterson, an 18-year- 
old peer counselor for GYDC 
‘wha, has been coming to the 
center for over two years 
summed it up. 

He said, "If the program 
closes, I feel sorry for a lot of 
the children. They'll be getting 
into trouble. There's nothing

1995 is supposed to-be a very 
active year in the tropics. It 


would seem that the experts - 


have hit the proverbial nail on 
+ the head. 

It is only July yet we've 
already seen two tropical 
storms and one hurricane. Alli- 
son, а minimal hurricane, 
formed in early June in the 
Gulf of Mexico. Barry, a weak, 
poorly organized tropical 
storm, developed off the coast 
of Georgia in early July. 

Last week we all-watched as 
Chantal evolved in the Atlantic 
Ocean apparently taking aim 
at our coastline. Thank good- 
ness she made that big turn to 
the North last weekend becom- 
"ing what we call in the weather 
business a "fish storm". 

All this activity in the tropics 

* so early in the season is highly 


unusual. Historically, June and 
July are quiet months in the 
tropics. While the hurricane 
season technically begins on 
June 1, it really doesn't get 
going until August. 

August, September and early 
October are the peak of the 
hurricane season. A pilot of the 
hurricane hunter airplanes 
that fly into hurricanes once 
told me that if he's not headed 
into a storm on Labor Day then 
it's an unusual year. 

So if the 1995 hurricane sea- 
son has already been.busy 
you've got to wonder what 
August, September and early 
October will be like. If the 
experts are correct, it promises 
to bea busy period. 

The good news is that you're 
probably better prepared for a 
hurricane now ог next.month 
because of our recent activity. I 
know the hardware and gro- 
cery stores were very busy last 
week when Chantal was 
threatening our area. 

If you purchased plywood, 
extra water, batteries and non- 
perishable food you are one 
step closer te-being ready for 
the next storm. After all, 
there's nothing we can do to 
prevent a storm from coming 
our way. All we can do is pre- 
pare. The old English proverb

says it best: Hoj 
but prepare 

Consider that a hurricane is 
the most surviyable natural 
disaster. You never know, for 
example, when an "earthquake 
is about to strike, you only 
have a few seconds, perhaps 
minutes, to prepare for a tor- 
nado but with a hurricane you 
practically have months to get 
ready for the storm. 

One of the many. things we 

learned from Hurricane 
Andrew is that residents of 
Dade County who had a com- 
plete hurricane plan were'up 
and functioning within hours 
of the storm. Residents who 
didn't have a plan spent days 
and weeks after the. storm try- 
ing to survive, A hurricane 
plan can make a world of dif- 
ference. 
, Take a few minutes now to 
come up with your plan.

What you do have in your 
medicine cabinet is just as

1. Pain, fever and anti- 
medicines. 
Acetaminophen  (Tylenol, 
Datril, Panadol) products are 
recommended. They reduce 
rain and fever without damag- 
ing the intestinal tract. But 
they will not reduce swelling or 
inflammation. 

Aspirin and ibuprofen (Advil, 
Nuprin, Medipren) relieve pain 
and inflammation, aspirin also 
relieves fever. At high doses 
however, it can lead to internal 
bleeding and ulcers. Those at 
greatest risk are the elderly. 
Always take aspirin or ibupro- 
fen with food or liquid 
antacids, and never exceed the 
recommended dosages. 

2. First-aid materials. 
Hydrogen peroxide for cleaning 
wounds, (Don't use alcohol, 
which is drying and more irri- 
tating), antibiotic creams/oint- 
ments, cotton swabs, gauze 
pads, tape, adhesive bandages, 
blunt scissors, and tweezers. 

3. Skin protectors. For dry 
skin; over the counter vaginal 
cream for mild yeast infections; 


hydrocortisone cream (no more 
than 0.596 strength) for poison 
ivy or'other itchy rashes. 
4. Syrup: of ipecac to induce 
vomiting after ingesting a poi- 
son. Caution: Keep the tele- 
phone number to poison con- 
trol taped on the inside door to 
the cabinet or by the phone for 
easy access in an emergency. 
Use less over-the-counter 
cold remedies. They fight 


symptoms but don't cure colds. | 


They dry out mucus mem- 
branes and can hamper the 
body's natural defenses and 
slow recovery. Antihistamines 
can cause drowsiness and 
sedation. Decongestants can 
constrict blood vessels and 
increase the heart rate, which 
make them dangerous for peo- 
ple with high blood pressure.

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Lamaze classes helped South Bay 
couple dealwith birth of twins

Gone are the days when 
macho-men were forbidden to 
enter the delivery room while 
their wives were sweating and 
pushing to deliver a slippery 
bundle of joy. 

These days, men are not only 
allowed inside those hallowed 
delivery rooms, they are 
encouraged to be a full partner 
in the struggle and awe of the 
birthing process. 

Olivia Anthony and Ed Kerr 
of South Bay say they believe 
the learning process leading up 
to the birth of their twins last 
March helped them prepare for 
the big event and subsequent 
care of the children. 

The couple talked it over 
during the early months of 
Olivia's pregnancy and decided 
to take the Lamaze classes at 
Glades General Hospital. 

"I'm glad we did it," says Ed. 
"It helped me to help her, not 
just with the birth and pain, 
but it gave me a good educa- 
tion on how to take care of the 
kids." 

Olivia gained 60.pounds dur- 
ing her pregnancy, some of 
which she said she is still car- 
rying four months after the 
babies birth. 

"That's another thing the 
Lamaze classes helped us deal 
with," said Ed, who said he 
was told to expect Olivia to 


gain some weight that she. 


might later have to work to 
shed. Olivia had to have the 
twins, Edshard, a boy, and 
Edlexius, a girl, by Cesarean 
Section, but Ed said he stayed 
with Olivia and worked with 
her until it was decided the 
twins had to be taken by 
Cesarean. Edshard weighed 5 
pounds, 12 ounces at birth and

Edlexius topped the seales at 5 
pounds, 14 ounces. 

Now, four months and many 
sleepless-nights later, the 
twins are alert and chubby and 
both parents share in their 
care. The twins have each 
gained almost 11 pounds. 

Ed said he took two months 
off from his job as a statistician 
for the State of Florida's 
Department of Agriculture to 
help Olivia with the newborns. 

Olivia, 38, is a teacher at 
Lake Shore Middle School. She 
also has two older boys, Den- 
nis, 15 and Dekevius, 9. She 
said she learned through the 
‘Lamaze method of prepared 
childbirth how to deal with the 
possibility that the older boys 
might resent the new babies 
and feel threatened. 

"You have to remember to let 
them be a part of everything 
and also give them some of 
your time," she said. It was 
never a problem. Both ће boys 
love and help care for the 
twins, although daddy Ed says 
he is the primary caregiver, a 
fact Olivia doesn't dispute. 

"We're glad we took the 
Lamaze classes," he said, "It 
has helped us be more 
attached to the children and to 
know what to expect even 
now." £ 

Olivia adds "I highly recom- 
mend it to any expectant moth- 


er and her,mate." 

Lamaze'is a method of pře- 
pared childbirth which was 
introduced throughout Europe: 
in 1951 by Dr. Fernand 
Lamaze. The system, also 
referred to as the psycho pro- 
phylactic method of childbirth, 
was introduced in the United 
States in 1959. 

Locally, the Childbirth Edu- 
cation Association of the Palm 
Beaches, Inc., sponsors the 
classes in the Glades. Some- 
times it's taught át Glades 
General, at other times, Ever- 
glades Regional. 

The next classes will be 
offered Sept 11 at Everglades 
Regional Medical Center in 
Pahokee, according to Theresa 
Hooks, registrar. She recom- 
mends expectant parents sign 
up by the mother's fifth month 
of pregnancy.

The Finance Division of my office regularly 
receives complaints against mortgage brokers 
and lenders operating in Florida. However, 
many complaints can be avoided if a consumer 
understands the difference between a mortgage 
brokerage business and a mortgage lender. 

The primary function of a mortgage broker is 
to act as a middle person between a borrower

Under Florida law, indiyidual mortgage bro- 
kers must be associated with a licensed mort- 
gage brokerage business. A mortgage broker 


to various lenders until the loan is accepted or 
rejected. While a mortgage broker is an excel- 
lent source for locating a viable lender, the bro- 
kerage business cannot fund a mortgage loan or 
guarantee your acceptance by the lender. 

Since many consumers read the listings. in 
local newspapers to find mortgage brokers or 
lenders, it is important that you understand the 
primary difference between the two. 

When you go to a mortgage lender, you are 
dealing directly with the source of funds for 
your mortgage loán. That mearis the lender sets 
the parameters for qualifying for the loan and 
you are limited in your choices of loan products 
to those offered by the lender. Some licensed 
mortgage lenders act as'brokers and will place 
your lean application with a different lender. 
This may occur if either the propesty or your 
qualifications do not conform to their guidelines. 
A mortgage broker may represent several

a written agreefnent setting forth the estimated 
cost of the services to be provided.

Since the mortgage brokerage agreement is a 
legally binding contract, you should read it care- 
fully and understand all of it before signing.

Belle Glade, Fla., recently 
returned from a six-month 
overseas deployment aboard 
the guided missile cruiser USS 
Gettysburg, which included 
duty in the Persian Gulf off 
the coast near Iraq. 

Day as one of 400 Sailors 
aboard the ship who completed 
the voyage as part of the naval 
forces assigned to the Middle 
East Force. Departing May- 
port, Fla., in late October, Day 
and fellow shipmates traveled 
33,025 miles and participated 
in multinational exercises with 
the South African Navy and 
air force. 

Day and fellow shipmates 
also rescued survivors from 
the famous luxury liner Achille 
Lauro, which had caught fire 
and was sinking in the Indian 
Ocean. Nearly 1,000) survivors 


“were rescued during the 


ordeal. Day was awarded the 
Humanitarian Service Medal 
for helping in the rescue effort. 

Day's ship then continued 
across the Indian Ocean to the 
Arabian Sea and in the Per- 
sian Gulf. 

In the-Persian Gulf, Day's 
ship joined other U.S. naval 
forces, which have been pre- 
venting sliips from transport- 
ing prohibited material to and 


from.Irag in violation of the 
international embargo. Day's 
ship was involved in stopping 
and searching ships heading to 
and from Iraq suspected of vio- 
lating the embargo. 

While spending 125 days at 
sea, Day also visited the 
Azores, Bahrain, Bermuda, 
Djibouti, Egypt, Italy, Kenya, 
Saudi, Arabia, South Africa 
and the United Arab Emirates. 
While in Jeddah, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Day's ship hosted Secre- 
tary of Defense William Perry 
as part of the commemoration 
of the 50th anniversary of the 
meeting between President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Saudi Arabian King Abdul 
Aziz aboard the cruiser USS 
Quincy. 

Day's involvement in the 
deployment is an example of 
how U.S. Sailors are serving 
aboard ships, submarines and 
aircraft carriers around the 
world from the Persian Gulf 
and Western Pacific Ocean to 
the Mediterranean Sea. 
Whether projecting power or 
delivering humanitarian assis- 
tance from the sea, these high- 
ly trained naval forces provide 
a unique forward presence and 
crisis-response option, which 
can be withdrawn quickly 
when no longer needed.
